«xp«ndit«rea that ««re nade for vocational edncatlon. The total voca- 
tional anrollaent for the State and city is reported with a hreakdowa by 
level of edncation and. the nMiber of anrollees «ho are disadvantaged and 
handicapped. The expenditeres for vocational education are reported by 
roderal and State/Local sonrces, by the total awwnt of expenditures 
allocated to each level of education, and by the total aneunt allocated 
to the disadvantaged and the handicapped. For States having wre than 
one aajor city, a tetal is conpiled with a percentage for the total indi- 
cated. Infonutlon on k5 najor cities Is included. Keports were not 
received for 12 of the 58 biggest cities, excluding the District of 
Colnnbla, as identiflnd by the Ceatns, in California and New York and 
the cities of Baltimore and Haahville.

3. Ha1or City Vocational'Bducation Inrollaent vs. P opulation 

A coaparison of vocational education enrollnent with population 
reveals that the percentages of enroll«ent in 24 «ajor cities fall 
behind the perceatages of population, bat in sone of the other cities 
(P'noenix, lonolaln, and Chicago) the enroll«ent percentages exceed 
the popnlatiott to the extent that for all cities the enrollment 
exceeds the popnlation by 2.0 percent. 

4. Ma^or City Total Expenditnres vs. Enrollment 

A coBpariaon of total expenditures with enrollment reveals that 
32 cities expend a lesser percentage of the State's total funds than 
their percentaie of enrollment. The total expenditures of all cities 
lag enrollment by 4.5 percentage points. Sixteen cltiea receive a 
greater percentage of Federal funds than their percentage of the 
total expenditwres and in 24 cities the State and local expenditures 
exceed the proportion of total expenditures. 

5. Teachers vs. Enrollment 

A comparison of the twmber of teachers with enrollment reveals that 
19 cities have a larger percentage of the State's total teachers 
than their percentage of vocational enrollment. 

6. ICajer Cities La< in Enrollment of Bandicapped lut Excel in Disad- 
vantiited Enrollment 

A eampcTieon oU enrollment by target gronp with total enrollment 
revnals that 23 cities have a higher percentage of disadvantaged 
than their percentage of the State's total enrollment and 12 cities 
«xee«ed in percentage of handicapped over the State's total enroll- 
ment. Generally expemditnres lag behind enrollment for the target 
gronps. Expenditures exceed enrollment in 14 cities for the disad- 
wentaged end i» 16 cities fer the handicapped.
